Geocraruicar Description of the Isve of 
Matrimony. 
HE Ifle of Matrimony is fituated on the ex- 
tremities of the torrid and frozen zones, 
and confequently the temperature of the air muft 
be very various and unfettled, as the bittereft cold 
morning has been frequently known to fucceed 
the warmeft evening. During the fpring, this 
Ifland experiences the moft fultry heats, and this 
is to fo great an excels, that the heads of its inha- 
bitants are frequently turned, and there is perhaps 
no Ifland rifing above the furface of the ocean, 
in which are found fo many lunatics. The fom- 
mers, however are more temperate and refreth- 
ing, and the gentle breezes that are wafted from 
the continent of Prudence fometimes remove the 
evils occafioned by the violence of the fpring. 
‘The autumn, isa bufy and difagreeable feafon ; 
for then the mind of every thoughtful inhabitant 
is perpetually employed in the care of their tender 
vines, in bringing their fruit to perfe€tion, and in 
finding a proper market for them ; but many of 
their vines are frequently deftroyed in their bloom 
by too tender a treatment, and flill more are ruin- 
éd by the pettiferous blights from the eaftern regi- 
ons of /uxury. The winters in this Iile are hor- 
rible indeed ; for howling and freezing winds from 
the dreary regions of the north confine the inhabi- 
tants to their houfes, and fometimes to their beds. 
At this feafon, the men grow fretfa! and furly, and 
the women loquacious, aud fceld immoderately.— 
** There is one thing-peculiar te this ifland, 
that flrangers are defisous of fettling there, while 
its natural inbabisants'would be gladly banifhed 
from it.”” Whoever tékes up his abode on this if- 
land muft, by the laws of it, conned bimfelf with 
a partner, and fach partnerfhip nothing can dif- 
folve but the death of e-> of them - in which cafe 
it has frequently Rey Oblerve., afar toe? furviving 
party ow. Vnitantly qoitted the ifland, and + eturn- 
edo it no more. When ftrangers firft come here, 
they are highly delighted with the external ap- 
pearance of harmony between each perfon and 
their partner; but they no fooner make a fettle- 
ment here themfelves, than they find, that the 
hoftarnal difeafe, called by the inhabitants, a 
Curtain Le@ure, defiroys all ‘heir felicity. A- 
mong the politer part of the inhabitants of this 
ifland, it is very unfathionable for two partners to 
be feen in the fame company, and nothing is more 
commen than for one to connive at the other’s 
dealing-in contraband goods, though the laws are 
very fevere againft it: The arms of this ifland, 
by which it is diftinguithed from all others. are, 
a plain rieg, or, ona field, fable; the fupport- 
ers, Bacchus and Morpheus ; the motto, mi/cricor- 
dia mibi! and the creft, adeath’s head on an hour 
glais. ‘The ufual diverfion of thefe people is cards, 
with which both pasties frequently try who fhall 
firft ruin the other ; bet matrimonial partners are 
never {uffered to play in the fame company, un- 
lefs their bebavioor announces them utter ftrangers 
to each other. People in general, on their frit 








fettlement in this ifland, are, as it were, en- 
chanted with the beautiful appearance of what is 
called the Honty-mogn; but many of them, be- 
fore they have a month inhabited the ifland, find, 
that what appeared to them at firft as a moft re- 
{plendent luminary, is nothing but a phantom, a 
mere vapour of the imagination. In thort, this 
ifland, which fo many reprefent as the region of 
delight, as the garden of pieaiure, as the center 
of all human happinefs, is, in fact, the abode of 
vexation, the den of difcontent, and the vale of 
milery.

@ Celebrated Preacher of the Kirk of Scotland. 


ie the reign of King Charles the 2d, the pref- 
byterians in Scotland, having {uffered exceed: 
ingly by the fevere execution of the penal laws; 
many of them fled to the hills with their preach- 
ers or leaders for fafety ; amongft whom was Mr, 
David Williamfon, the fabje& of this Aaecdot-; 
He being a very famous preacher (or, as the

‘This'Matter David, being 
puriaed very clofely one night, took refuge at 4 
lady’s houfe’ of very good fafhion, where he no

The lady was ia a great perplexity how to fave him; 
bat as that fex have generally wit at a pinch, the 
immediately concluded to put him to bed to her 
daughter, a young lady then in her bloom; as 
beiny a place where he could leaft be iufpected to 
have taken thelter in ; little imagining that a man 
fo circumitanced, furrounded wich bloody executi- 
oners, and expecting with much reafon, every mo- 
ment to be his lait (for there was no ceremony ated 
oy the dragoons on thoie occafions) could oe ca- 
pable of doing any tning out of the way Of inno- 
cence. Mailer David was accordingly put to ved 
tothe young lady, booted and fpurred and cloath- 
ed as he was, with the addition only of a woman’s 
aight drefs. The troopers after having fearched 
every room, creek and corner of the houfe, ex- 
cepting the young lady’s bed-chamber, at lait went 
up thither-—-The mother, with a very fine addres, 
told them that her daughters were in bed, and hope 
ed as they were gentlemen, they would offer ag 
rudenels or indecency, and at the fame time pro- 
tefling that Maiter David was not in her boule, the 
very freely opened the door—They went in and 
fearched a little about the room, and then fofily 
opening the curtains, were fatisfied by the appear- 
ance of the head clothes that he was not there, aod 
fo verv.malafly retired, without fooling farther, 





Batthough the old Lady’s itra- 
pagem iucceeded in faving her preacher, fhe was 
thmuch out in her jadgment of Matter David, for 
his vigour prevailed fo far over the fear of death, 
that the was forced in a few months to give her 
daughter to him in marriage, to fave both from 
the imputations which the prolific effects of that 
one nigits eatertainmenat would have brought upoa 
them.

Y a gentleman of information and refpecta- 
B bility from the northward, fays the Albany 
Regilter, of laft week, we are informed, that he 
fell in company with a perfon near Lake Cham- 

lain, who had made his efcape from Canada, on 

his way to the Jerfeys, the place of his nativity 
that he was one of the three perfons taken laf 
fammer by the Indians from their families—that 
he was carried to Detroit, where he was fold toa 
Britith officer—that during his continuance there, 
both prior and fubfequent to the unfortunare bat- 
tle, he faw continual fupplies of provifions and 
ammunition of all kinds going to the Indians; 
and that the Canadians have a chain of depofits 
from Detroit to the Indian Camp, through which 
thefe favages are fupplied in the moft ample man- 
ner.—And that on the return of the Indians from 
their fuccefsful expedition, he faw a great many 
tories, and other WHITE ANIMALS, com- 
pletely difguifed as Indians. 

The bill for incorporating the New York ftate 
bank, received a fecond reading onMonday in the 
Aflembly. The flock to confit of oae million 
two handred and fifty thoufand dollars exclufive 
of the fubicription on the part of the flate ; to be 
divided into two thoufand five hundred fhares at 
five hundred dollars each fhare, one fifth part to 
be paid at the time of fubfcribing, and the re- 
mainder divided into three equal parts, to be paid 
at the diffance of three calender months from each 
other ; the bufinefs of the bank to be managed by 
feventeen directors, fifteen to be chofen by the 
ftockholders, and two by the ftate. 

A co..iderable thock of an earthquake was felt 
at Quebec on the 6th of December lait. At 
Paul’s Bay were diftinctly felt ewenty nine thocks. 

It is currently reported in this city, that the 
Hon. Chief Juhtice YATES, has declided becom- 
ing a Candidate for Governor at the enfuing Biec- 
tion.

271 of January. F ert 
“© We were yelterday amafed with a Publication 

which appeared in the Baltimore papers, of the 
2oth inflaat addreffed ‘‘to all farmers, millers, 
and owners of vefiels in America,”? ander the 
Signature of ‘* a friend to America,” afferting, 
that “* a Cootract had been pafled, at Cape-Fran- 
cois, the 6th of December, for the fupply of 
thirty thoufand barrels of fuperfine flour, and fif- 
teen thouland fine ditto, between the adminailtra- 
tion officers and Mr. Mombrais Geraud, at ten 
dollars tor aperfine, and nine dollars fine,”” &c. 
—In confequence of the above meatiened publi- 
tation, an eminent merchant of this city, who is 
conneéted in bufinefs with Mr. Geraud, having 
been waited on for the purpofe of obtaining aa- 
thentic information on the fubjeét, he declared 
that ** 90 fuch contract had taken place.” 

Other Mercantile houfes, largely concerned in 
commerce with the Cape, have received letters 
from thence, of different dates, between the 6th 
and 12th of December, which give no account of 

the pretended contratt—fo that, it appears the 
printers of the Baltimore papers have been impo- 
fed on by fome perfon, who regardlefsof truth, 
withed to promote,his own intereit at the expence 
of others, or wantooly to do mifchief.”” 


SHIP NEWS. 
Extra& of a letter from Naffau, dated Faruary 
20, 1792. 

The Schooner Ifracl, William Riddell, ma- 
fcr, from Charlefton, for the Bay of Hondu- 
tas, on the 14th of November, in the Gulph 
Stream, met with afevere gale, which hove the 
veffel Cown on her beam ends 15 or 20 feconds,

and fwept her boat, binnacle, compals, &c. off 
the deck. Onthe 24th of the fame month, at ten 
Pp. M. fhe wascaft away onthe South Eafl End 
of Crooked Ifland. Next evening, the people 
having made a raft of the main mate pumps, and 
part of the deck, got to thore, where they remain- 
ed in great diftreis, ignorant where they were, 
till the 24th of iaft month, when they met witha 
Negro fellow belonging to the Sloop Hope of this 
port, at that time lying on the oppofite fide of the 
Ifland. The Negro returned to his veffel, and 
three days after the Sloop came round to them, 
took them on board, with fome trifling part of 
the cargo faved from the wreck, and brought them 
to this place on Saturday laft.’’ 

The General Wafhington, an American barque, 
burthen about 200 tons, from Philadelphia to Of- 
tend, was towed into Scilly on the 26th of No- 
vember lait, a mere wreck, haviog lolt all her 
maits, and part of her rudder, with three feet 
water in her hold, and only five of her hands out 
of fixteen on board, the others having died on 
their paflage through fatigue of continuaily pump- 
ing. 

The thip Prefident, Capt. Sarley, of Provi- 
dence, is arrived at the Ifle of France, aftera 
pailage of 98 days from this Port.
